Railroad Plums Go to Young Men; 
These Replace Old Campaigners. 
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Electricity Harnessed for Farm; 
Big Battery Furnishes Power.

OW would you like to have a farm 


where nearly ever/thing—except eat- 
ing and sleeping—1« done by elec- 
tticlty? Where the chicken* are fed. 
the cows are milked and led to the 


pasture, the horses are fed, and where, when 
the men In the field get tired of working 
they can telephone to the house and beg 
leave of absence—and all by electricity. 


This is what a farmer near the town of 


Mtnot, Me., has, done, snd he Is contemplat- 
ing extending his system so that the harder 
manual labor also can be done by electric 
currents 
This man is E K. KamMeil. and 


he Is chief inspector in his section of the 
country for the New England Telephone 
company. He also Is an expert electrician 
and he has two brothers In the same line of 
work, one of whom, working1 with their 
father, has put In his spare time turning the 
old New England homestead Into a practical 
exposition of the value of electricity In, de- 
feating the man who invented work.

Switchboard in Dining Room. 


The power for the plant is now furnished 


by thirty-two dry cell batteries, but Mr 
Ramsdell is at ti ork upon plans to develop 
water power sufficient to generate a greater 
amount of electrical energy. This water 
power will be secured by dammiJng a ravine- 
that runs across the farm, down whjch 
runs a tiny stream. 
The switchboards and most of the ap- 


paratus of the present plant are in the spa- 
clous dining room of the old farmhouse. On 
the walls are eight clocks, which are utilized 
for starting dlflerent works at the exact 
time needed. One of these to a large cal- 
endar clock which shows 1he year, month, 
day, 
hour, minute, and second, and which 


winds Itself and changes from year to year 
with perfect accuracy. 


The other clocks are connected with this 


clock and when the proper moment arrives 
the master clock sends the message to the 
operating clocks, which in turn get busy. 
The clocks are set to call the persons In the 
houses w hen desired, and wia keep on ringing 
In each chamber until the sleeper artees and 
Btopa the racket; no more climbing up the 
backstairs and calling. " Jimmy, jou get up 
now and go out and milk the cows."

Burglar Alarm System Complete. 


Father sets the alarm before he retires 


and if Jimmy sleeps through the racket In his 
room the next morning he deserves the rest. 
Instead,- however, of Jimmy having to hop 
up In the cold and run oil to the barn In tha 
dark to give the horses their breakfast, h« 
does all this before going to sleep. He sets 
one ot the clocks that Is connected with the 
feed boxes in the stables 
In the morning, 


when breakfast time comes for the horses, 
while Jimmy still is In dreamland, the clock 
sends the message along the wire to the sta- 
ble and the horses get their breakfasts. 
While they are eating Jimmy gets half an 
hour more sleep The grain for the horses Is 
placed In a. box above the stalls the night be- 
fore. The electric clock operates a big mag- 
net which pulls open the bottom of the grain 
box and the feed fails Into the troughs in 
front o£ the horses. 


Mr. Ramsdell hasn't perfected a method 


by which the hens caji b» Induced to bring 
their eggs Into the kitchen after laying them, 
but he has Installed a good burglar alarm 
system to protect the hens from tomtt. coons, 
cats, rats, or two footed chicken fanciers. 
The opening of a door or window In the 
chicken house starts a bell ringing In the big 
house and an Indicator shows at one* wljere 
the alarm cornea from 
There are nineteen telephones In the house. ' 


and In a short time the number will be In- 
creased to forty. Every chamber baa ft port- 
able desk telephone set, and also the kitchen, 
dining room, parlor*, and the barn. The in- 
strument In the barn is set in th» rear of 
the horse* and la connected directly with an 
instrument In the dining room. By pressing 
a button In the dining room connection 1* 
made at once with the barn, and th« person 
In the house may Ilaten througb'the receiver 
•nd hear what 1* going on In the bam. If It 
Is night and the hones are restless and un- 
easy, the' telephone enables on* to discover 
what Is the matter without going out. 


A standard Are alarm system 1* also In- 


stalled In the place with all the latest Im- 
provement*. This make* » big nolle -when 
there Is a fire, and the- location ot the fire Is 
indicated at once, 


Mr. Ramsdell also ha* a portable field 
telephone. The main line run* through ttie 
center of the farm, with, jack* on the pole* 
at convenient point*. When the men are 
working In the field* the portable telephone is 
attached to the nearest jack, giving com- 
munication with the house.

Added Precaution Against Fire. 


•- As a precaution against fire during electric 
storms, a method ha* been devised by which 
It Is possible for those in the house to detach 
the portable telephone line without going 
outside. The field line* are connected with 
the hou«e through a cutout lightning ar- 
rester located on the outside. Till* arrester 
is operated by cords from the windows. 
When the cord is pulled the outside line Is 
Immediately cut off from connection with the 
house. After danger is past the cord can be 
pulled and connection reestablished 
The 


field line can lie connected through the house 
with the barn, shops, and all the other rooms. 


There IE a lane that leads from the pasture 


to the barn. Sometimes It might be Incon- 
venient to go down the Ian* and open the gate 
«o that cows could come home, so an electric 
gate opener Is to be Installed. Tbe gate will 
be opened and closed by pressing a button 
at the house or barn. 


The mailbox In which the rural free de- 


livery postman deposits the mall 1* some 
distance from the house. It I* connected 
with the house by wire and the Indicator 
In the dining room *how* when there I* 
mall In the box.

Pea Vines Profitable By-Product; 
Make Better Silage Than Corn.

, IGURES of farm products Imported 


Into the United States, recently com- 
piled by the department pf agriculture, 
throw gome Indirect light upon the 
reasons for the Increased cost of living 


In this country. The average Imports of ag- 
ricultural products during the five years from 
1901 to ISO!) were ?2.!)fl more for each man, 
woman, and child In the country than during 
the five years from 1851-1S65. Fifty year* 
ago each of us consumed annually |2.71 
worth of food raised In other countries; flva 
yeara ago we each consumed annually more 
than double that amount, or $5.87 worth. 


The argument might be made that th!» 


Increase was due to the Inability of tha 
United States to have production keep pace 
with consumption, but an analysis of the fig- 
ures tells a. different tale. This analysis 
shows that we are much more extravagant 
now than we were fifty years ago, in certain 
items of diet at least. 
In fifty years the Import* of coffee In- 


crpased from 7 to 12 pounds per capita; the 
Imports of tea increased from % to 1.2 pound* 
per capita; and the Import* of sugar jumped 
from 17 to 40 pounds per capita. These are 
not inci eases In prices—which might be ex- 
plained away on the supposition that the 
amount had remained stationary while tin- 
cost had risen—but increase In actual quan- 
tity per capita. Each one of us n«w uses 
nearly three times as much sugar a year as 
we did fifty years ago. 
I 


Each One Consume* More. 


Each of us pays 10 cent* more a year for 


cocoa and chocolate than did our fathers hall 
a century ago; and each, of us consumes- '& 
cents' worth of tobacco more than fifty years 
ago; we each pay 06 cents more a 5 ear for 
imported packing house products, and 45 
cents more for- vegetable fibers, silk, hemp, 
etc. 
' 
On the other hand, the price* of Imported 


articles show a marked Increase In the half 
century, due. to the increased demand and the 


The United State* ha* had a varying po- 


sition a* a food Importing nation. 
Fifty 


years ago the farm products were only one- 
third of the total Import*. Twenty-five year* 
later the farm Import* comprised about one- 
half of the total, maintaining thl* figure, 
with a few slight change* from time to timr, 
until the end of the century. 
Blnce 1000, 


thougb the total volume ot farm product* 
Import* has continued to Increase greatly, 
the gain in Imports of manufacture* and 
other nonagricultural article* ha* been 
greater, and the food import* have averaged 
about 46 per cent of the total. 


The Import* of farm product* reacbtd the 


highest mark In 1907, when they amounted to 
nearly f627.000.000. 
In the following year 


they dropped to $54O.OOO,000. The average for 
the five year* 1801-1809 was a little over 
»4 55,000,000.

Impacted Sugar Fill* in Price. 


It l-t Interesting to note that despite th* 


great increase In the total and the per capita 
Imports of sugar, the price of Philippine sug- 
ar has fallen from it.0 cents to l.T cents a 
pound, and the price of Cuban sugar ha* 
fallen from 3.6 to 2.5 cents a pound in fifty- 
eight years. Whether this I* due to Improved. 
facilities In growing and refining mgar, or to 
other cau*e», the department of agriculture 
do'es not state. •

While you children are putting the finishing touches to ycnir masquerade costumes I'll 


tell you some of the little things I did when I was head clown for the greatest circus in the 
•world. I used to make my bow amid a pile of tin pans which I .would juggle and place, 
one by one, in a high column, telescoping them so rapidly that the human eye could hardly 
follow their flight through the air; 


The stack finished, I would jump into the last pan and lift myself slowly and with pre- 


cision to the top of the heap. This took a great deal of strength, and the applause I got 
always was deadening. While the audience cheered I would Suddenly kick the pans high in. 
air, step lightly to the floor of the platform and catch the pans as they descended, a stack 
in either hand. I did it all with little exertion. 
, 


Next I would balance several cannon balls weigh- 


ing about 900 pounds, and an equal number of inflated 
rubber spheres. Placing a rubber ball on a stick, on 
top of that I would put a cannon ball, and accomplish 
the feat so cleverly that the heavy cannon balls did 
not even dent those of rubber. 


Climbing to the top of a spiral incline I would 


stand on one hand on a rubber ball and roll slowly 
down to the platform, meanwhile juggling a large 
number of cannon balls and light rubber ones with 
apparently the greatest ease. It often took me twenty- 
nirie minutes to descend in this fashion.

a circlelo verhead, I would balance on both hands and 
wi/h m y Feet fohirl the dissimilar spheroids.

en, working like lightning, I would grab «p six 
paper hoops and spin them in the air in rapid 


.ession. With a catlike spring I would jump.cn 
the lower hoop, set foot on the second hoop and climb 
the six of them as easily a^I would a flight of stairs, 
resting a moment on reaching the top. 


As the hoops fell to the platform I would -gather 


myself together and plunge feet first directly through 
them, sticking one leg through the fifth hoop and the 
other leg through the lower hoop as I descended, final- 
ly catching the remaining four upon my shoulders. 


While still tangled in the hoops I would turn a 


double somersault from the platform, fall lightly on 
the ground, run beneath the platform and dive head- 
first back through the hoops. Landing on my hands 
with one foot I would catch the cannon ball which a 
few minutes before I had "accidentally" drojDtxsd 
through the floor.

LEAPED TO HER DEATH 


FROM BRIDGE AT NIGHT 


Society Queen Escaped From 


Nurses Attired Only in 


Her Nightgown. 


NEW TORK, March 12.—Tho lonr 
and far-reaching 
search 
for 
Miss 


Helen Bloodgood. the s-oung heiress 
to the fortune of William Bloodgood 
of this city, came to an unexpected 
end this afternoon when, by a strange 
accident, she was found dead in the 
waters of Lake Carasaljo, less than 
a mile from the cottage where she 
had been Ihing la Lakewood, N. J 


The fourth day of the exciting pur- 
suit of false clue* was coming to a 
close when William Pendel and John 
Daughty,- two boatmen employed by 
Mr. Bloodgood to search the lake 
heard cries for help coming from a 
point on the water a hundred feet 
from the Laurel-in-the-Plnes. one of 
the fashionable Lakewood hotels 


The boatmen put out In a skiff and 
about thirty yards off Pine Point they 
rescued Henry Cassel. a 
Carnegie 
hero, who had been plunged Into the 
lake by the overturning of his row 
boat. 


BODY COMES CP. 


These boatman had been dronlnc 
the laka with grappling Iron* for two 
days and believed 
every foot of the they had covered 
bottom, but now. 
with the disturbance of the water ii 
this particular point by the capsizing 
of Caseefs boat, the body of the girl' 
was disentangled from the weeds at 
the bottom of the lake and came to 
the surface. 


They towed the body to the Kiss- 
ing bridge, a narrow span across the 
Inlet to the lake, which according to 
all theories was most likely the place 
from which Miss Bloodgood leaped to 
her death a few minutes after her 
escape from the oottage. 
The body 
was clad In only a nightrob*. whloh 
Miss MaoArthur, one of the nurses, 
said she wore when she leaped from 
the window and fled in the dawn of 
last Wednesday morning'. 


BEAT/TIT IN DEATH.

Counsel for Aviator Flays Wil- 


bur Wright for His 


Statements. 


NEW TORK, 
March K.—The flight 


made by Louis Paulhan, the 
French 


«vlator, at the Jamaica rare track this 
afternoon was something of a fizzle. Al- 
most three hours after 
the 
time 
an- 


nounced for the flight the biplane was 
brought out ot Its shed and Paulhan 
took his place in it. Ha ascended about 
fifty feet, flew perhaps 100 yards In a 
straight line and then descended. 


He left the machine, walked to the 


shed and, changing bis clothing, Jumped 
Into an automobile and returned to Man- 
hattan. 
No explanation of tho peculiar 


actions of the a,\ iator were given 


Wilbur Wright was amuoed when he 


heard the explanation that 
the light 


wind "was too high." 
He refused to 


criticize or comment upon the exhibition 
and contented himself 
with laughing. 


Paulhan was not In tha air more than a 
minute in all. 


NO MONEY, IS REPORT. 


Although It was announced that Paul- 


han would fly at 3 o'clock there, was de- 
lay after delay. 
There was a report 


that the trouble was financial, Paulhan 
refusing to fly because he had not re- 
ceived some money due him. 


Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for Paul- 


han, 
said tonight that Paulhan is deter- 


mined to fight the Wrights and that he 
will flv at the Jamaica tra<k as lone as 
the bond given by the aviator to the 
United States court lasts. He character- 
ized tbe attitude of Wilbur Wright at 
the Jamaica track on Friday as impud- 
ent and maintained that Wright had 
falsely accused Paulhan of deliberately 
using the rudder of the ship In violation 
of Paulhan's agreement with the court. 


INSPECTION NOT MADE. 


"Paulhan Is merely trying to demon- 
strate his right to run his ship and he Is 
not trampling on 
the 
Dayton 
man's 
rights, ' said Shearn. "Paulhan has acted 
decently and Wright's attitude has been 
quite different " 


Wilbur Wright and his attorney were 


at the track to get permission to inspect 
the biplane. It was 
understood 
that 


some arrangements had been made by 
which Wright was to be allowed to look 
over the steering device and the wings 
but if any such arrangement was ma<ie, 
Wrlg-ht was not allowed to make an ex- 
amination.

An active Sacramento correspondent of a San Fran- 


cisco paper, apparently shy of a good live story for the 
journal^ he represented, called up Governor Gillett by 
phone and the following interview was had following 
the usual "Helios": 


"Are you going to be a candidate for United States 


Senator, Governor?" 


"I am not," was the unequivocal response. 
"There is quite a movement in your behalf in the 


south and many electors there are insisting upon your 
becoming a candidate for United States Senator." 


"Well, if the south cannot find a candidate 
and 


wishes me to run as their representative, and the north- 
ern part of the State also insists upon my becoming a 
candidate, then I will do so," was the diplomatic reply 
of the Governor. 


Then both the correspondent and the Governor 


"hung up," and the litter was much surprised to find 
in a portion of the press of the State next day that he 
had announced that he would enter the fight against 
Frank P. Flint for the United States Senatorship. 


But with all the backing and filling and seeming 


inconsistencies of the present canvass, it would not sur- 
prise many of the politicians to see Governor Gillett 
a candidate for the toga before the State Legislature at 
its next session. Many things may happen in the long 
interim between now and January, 1911. For example 
should the southern part of the State, by its effort to 
grab al! the most desirable places on the Republican 
ticket, succeed in defeating the regular Republican 
nominee at the primary, there might be reprisals and 
one of these the election of a United States Senator 
from the north instead of following the 
unwritten 


political law that the north and south shall alternate 
in the selection of the'man upon whom the toga shall 
be conferred. The south is represented by less than 30 
per cent of the membership of the Legislature, and 
should the Republican electors of the State wish the 
next United States Senator to come from the north it 
would not l>e such a difficult task to accomplish. "And 
why not Gillett?" 


Hodcarriers and Their Unique Union 


The Hodcarriers' Union of San Francisco is unique 


among the labor organizations of this city. It is a 
tight and trim little trade machine, and not so little 
either, for 't has about eight hundred members. It has 
been conservative and very prosperous. This Union 
has had but one strike during its existence and that 
lasted but fifteen minutes. This misunderstanding was 
over wages and took place quite a number of years ago. 


A fellow unionist who was interested in the ease 


and celerity of the victory inquired of a hodcarrier, 
"How did you do it ?" The reply was simple but force- 
ful, '"We did it." 


Union men as a rule do not drink liquor while at 


work, hut although the hodcarriers are noted among 
their fellows for generally'abstemious habits, they have 
a practice of drinking their beer twice a day, once dur- 
ing the forenoon and again in the afternoon. 


When the Jennie Flood building, which stood where 


the Pacific building now is, at the corner of Market 
and Fourth streets, was in the course of construction, 
the contractor issued an order, ' No beer." One day 
a husky young bearer of the hod picked up the bucket 
and made the rounds of his fellow 
workmen, who 


dropped their nickels into the re< eptacle and the man 
started to go dowji the ladder. 


"Where are you goinp?" inq rred the contractor. 
"For the beer," was the reply. 
"You know the order and if y ju violate it you will 


be discharged," said the boss.- 


The hodcarner proceeded on his way. He returned 


in due time with the frothing lagei and passed it among 
the men. Next he proceeded to put on his coat. 


"What are you paring on your coat for?" inquired 


his fellow workmen. 


"I have been discharged for -ushing the bucket," 


was the answer. 


"Then we have been discharged too," was the 


unanimous declaration of his fellow workmen and to a 
man they dropped their hods. 


The contractor temporized ard the men resumed 


work. The right of the hodcarriers to a pull at the 
beer bucket twice a dav was tht s firmly wtablished 
and no contractor has since had the temerity to ques- 
tion it 


Another rule of the hodcarriers, and one th»t has 


prevented their joining the international union, is that 
hey wHl not work with negroes. Once upon a time 
n this city an attempt was made to put a colored man 
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at work-on a building. It is needless to remark that 
he nevertfiiled his hod or climbed a ladder. No similar 
attempt* has since been made and the color line has 
be'en strictly observed by the knights of the hod. 


The hodcarriers' union has been prosperous finan- 


cially. Recently it found itself with $60,000 in the 
treasury and it was decided to reduce this large sur- 
plus by distributing a portion of this among; the mem- 
bers in good standing. The 
sum of $40,000 was 


ordered so disposed of and -what might be called a divi- 
dend cf S50 was declared to each member. 
Disgust May Make Devlin Resign 


The story put in circulation some, months back that

Devlin as United States District Attorney has been 
revived. The holding up of thr 
confirmation of 


Devlin's reappointment by the United States Senate, 
and the fact that a bitter fight is being made against 
him at Washington by Dr. Perrin and the tatter's 
friends in and out of Congress, has caused^ a feeling 
of unrest to develop in the District Attorney's office, 
The situation at Washington is at least acute and the 
issne has been clearly defined by Devlin himself, who 
in a letter to Attorney-General Wickersham demands 
an expression of anproval or disapproval, and sar- 
castically suggests, "If I must consider the wealth and 
social standing of the persons accused of crime I do 
not -wish to stay in this position another day."

appointment. The Perrins and their friends and at- 
torneys are leading the fight against Devlin. An im- 
pression obtains here that Devlin's disgust is so great 
that the confirmation of his appointment will be fol- 
lowed, at a no distant date, by his resignation. Devlin 
5s a man of considerable means. He accepted the ap- 
pointment of District Attorney and came from Sac- 
ramento to San Francisco to make a connection here, 
and it is said to be his intention to form a law part- 
nership and enter upon private practice.

Newhall, Henry T. Scott, A. D. Shephard and other 
lights of business and social circles have joined him 
in the game the retired iron and steel wizard loves 
for recreation and health.

merce, headed by Mark L. Gerstle, has banqueted him 
and the McGilvrays, McLarens, Wilsons, Websters, 
Polloks and others of his Scotch countrymen are to 
get him all to themselves in the St. Andrew's Society 
and give and take with him the wit and humor of 
Caledonia's best tales and stones. Carnegie is a past 
master in telling a good, cleverly pointed Scotch story.

package of powder. He gave this to the negro, to-

The Clarks, W. A., the former 
United 
States 


Senator from Montana; W. A. Jr., his youngest son 
living in Los Angeles, and Charles W., the son living 
at San Mateo, whose second wife is one of the Tobin 
girls of this city, have just held the annual meeting 
of their United Verde Copper Company, which has 
its big copper mine at Jerome, Arizona. The prop- 
erty is a romance of both mining and finance, and it 
is no wonder that Clark, senior, could, among other 
things, make a promise and keep it that the first of 
his two sons who presented him with a grandson he 
would give the latter a million dollars. W. A. Jr. 
soon afterwards was blessed with a son. It got the 
million and is known now as the "million-dollar kid" 
down in Los Angeles. 


The Clarks own most all of the 300,000 shares of 


stock of this mine, the father holding the bulk, and 
there was paid on them last year $2,700,000 in divi- 
dends. As high as $4,498,680 in dividends have been 
paid on these shares in one year. It produces more 
coppeY per ton of ore than any mine in the world. It 
was originally opened and worked in 1883 as a small 
gold and silver mine. It was closed two years later 
because its operations were 
unprofitable.

Clark refused to buy it once from its original owners, 
but finally to get rid of what he considered their im- 
portunities bought the mine very cheap. He soon 
found it a bonanza and because of it jumped to the 
front as one of the copper kings of the country. In 
this business as well as in other affairs of his, the 
father is said to depend more on his youngest son 
down south than on the eldest one, Charles, thinking 
the latter has too much of his time taken up with the 
frivolities of society around San Mateo and Burlin- 
game. 


San Franciscans Interested in Flying 


Charles G. Lathrop, the brother of the late Jane 


Stanford and treasurer and a director 
of Stanford 


University, has quietly gone East for the purpose of 
joining some friends in New York in organizing a 
company to manufacture a newly-patented flying ma- 
chine of the biplane type. Detailed information con- 
cerning the new machine and what it can accomplish 
is not at hand. Friends of Lathrop here, however, 
say that an expert in his employ has made a favorable 
report on the biplance for him and his New York as- 
sociates. It is of a character to warrant them, in their 
opinion, to form a company and exploit 
its merits 


both here and in Europe. 
Now that all patented 


rights have been secured, it is the intention to soon 
let the public see the machine perform at aviation 
meetings of Eastern and European aero clubs. The 
men associated with Lathrop are all men of ample 
means, more than sufficient to handle a proposition 
of that kind. Lathrop himself is one of the wealthiest' 
of the crowd. His sister left-him a fortune of over 
a million dollars at the time of her death. Ever since 
the'remarkable performances of the Wright brothers, 
Mr. Lathrop has taken a keen interest in aviation 
matters and it is no surprise to his friends to learn* 
that he is now going to join in a business way a fly- 
ing machine corporation. 


Refuses to Use His Title 


Charles Du Pare, the first assistant cashier of the 


Union Trust Company, has gone to Paris to visit his 
aged mother, who i? a countess, connected by birth 
and marriage to some of the best families of title in 
France and Germany. The son is a count in his own 
right. Like his father and grandfather before him, he 
affects the monacle. Probably Du Pare is now the 
only man who makes San Francisco his home who 
wears the single eyeglass. He is working for his liv- 
ing and at the same time learning the banking busi- 
ness thoroughly. A young man of refinement 
and 


much traveled, Du Pare has dropped his title in this 
country and only by his intimate friends among the 
French people does he like to be called by it. The 
social lions and lionesses know of his title and family 
connections and have their doors open for him, but 
the diversions of society have no allurements for him.

adopted-ty the-Interstate Commerce Committee of the Houafrand 
which-Tvethinlc 13 a great improvement on the original. 


Mfc Townsend's amendment was one of the changes approved 


ty'JPresid'ent Taft, but in the opinion of THE TRIBUNE It lacks 
the ~tSective force of Mr. Knowland's substitute. One of the sec- 
tlonatof'the Townsend bill reads as follows: 


"That no- railroad corporation which is a common carrier sub- 


jecC4cKhe act to regulate commerce, approved February 4, 1887, as 
amended, shall hereafter acquire, directly or indirectly, any interest 
of whatsoever kind in the capital stock, or purchase or lease the 
railroad*of am railroad<-corporation which competes with such first- 
named corporation respecting business to which said act to regulate 
commerce, as amended, applies; and any corporation which- acquires 
anjrinterestMn capitabstock, or which purchases or leases a railroad 
contrary to this section, or which holds or retains any interest in 
capital-stock or in a railroad hereafter acquired In violation of this 
section, shall be fined $5000 for each or part of day during which it 
ho W*-or-retains such interest unlawfully acquired."

remainder of the crew were drowned 
In a similarly cold-blooded fashion and 
then the vessel silently weighed an- 
chor and slipped down the rtverv The 
sole survivor had gone ashore to drink 
wine with a friend In the neighbor- 
hood, and when next morning at dawn 
he came seeking his ship he learned 
the fearful tale from some fishermen 
who had been plying their nets near 
oy. 


"From Inquiries- made it has trans- 


pired that the vessel was taken to 
Samshul, where a steam launch was 
requisitioned to tow her speedily to 
Ch'ant'shufen, a large grain center 
near Canton. Here the cargo of 60,000 
catties was easily sold for $2,000, after 


which the vessel also was soM for the 
proverbial price of an old song. 


"When it Is possible to get clear 


away with such valuable prizes, It Is 
not to be wondered at-that.plraoy con- 
tinues to flourish In this Southern 
province,"'—North China Dally News.

BBJRKEtiET, March 12.—The city coun- 


cil of Berkeley Is considering plans for 
the erection of a municipal electric light- 
Ing plant, and great Interest la being 
taken by business men In the project 
The city owns property at Bonlta avenue 
and Berkeley way. consisting of an old 
plant operated for a time by the city, but 
not a success In the past. Commissioner 
W. F. McClure, former town engineer, 
has worked out a plan for starting a new 
plant, and hopes to hava the scheme In 
such shape in a few weeks that It may 
be submitted to the people. In the form 
of a bond Issue to raise funds for the 
erection of a municipal plant. 


Another problem that Is believed to 


have bssn settled In the past week Is that 
of the disposal of garbage. This has been 
harrasslng Berkeley for five years, anil 
many sensational stories about the gar- 
bage being allowed to' accumulate here 
have hurt tha city In the estimation of 
outsiders. 


Real estate men are gtafl to hear that 


the city has a plan to get rid of the gar- . 
bage without relying on the courtesy of' 
Oakland any longer. For the past eight 
months the refuse matter from this city i 
has been haule 'I to Oakland and dumped j 
on barges and taken to sea. At any time | 
Oakland might refuse this privilege and 
Berkeley have no placa to get rid of the 
refuse matter. 


Bids were accepted from the San Fran- 


clsco Furnace and Produce Company by 
the city council this week_ for the rental 
of the city's property in the northwestern 
corner of Berkeley on the water front, to 
be used by the company for the purpose 
of erecting an incinerator. The new com- 
pany will then enter Into a contract to 
accept garbage from Berkeley at a rate T>f 
51.00 a ton. and will settle tha matter- In 
this-way.
